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AN EXCITING SCENE 

CREATED BY THE HARRINGTON 
BROTHERS 
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IN THE TIMES-PARNELL TRIAL 
Lady Mountmorres on the Witness Stand— 
The Testimony Given In-—Other 
News From Across the Water. 


Loxpon, November 16.—The proceedings of 
the Parnell commission were made interesting 
today by the appearance on the witness stand 
of Lady Monunimorres, whose husband, Lord 
Mountmorres, was murdered at Clonbar, 
county Galway, in 1880. Lady Mountmorres 
testified that a friendly feeling liad existed be- 
tween her husband and his tenants on the 
Ebor hall estates at Clonbar until the land 
league began to hold meetings there. In July, 
1850, her husband procured a writ of eject- 
inent against a tenant. In the following Sep- 
tember, while the witness was in Scotland, her 
husband was shot. She went to Ireland to at- 
tend the funeral. She heard that men refused’ 
to assist in putting the coflin in the hearse. 
Witness left Ebor hall in October. While on 
her way to the steamer the people laughed at 
and hooted her and a stone was thrown at her 
cight-year-cld son. Her husband received 
threatening notices only after the league meet- 
ings had been held. Sir Charles Russell, 
counsel for the Parnellites, was proceeding to 
cross examine Lady Mountmorres upon the 
exact dates of league meetings alluded to 
when witness fainted and would have fallen 
to the floor had not a court ofticer caught her. 
Sir Charlies thereupon intimated that he would 
not proceed any further in cross examination. 

Constable Drummond, of Clonbar, was then 
called. He testified that during the inquiry 
into the murder of Lord Montmorres he could 
not get any assistance from the people. After 
the formation of the land league he had no- 
ticed a decided change inthe manner of the 
people towards the landlords. On cross ex- 
amination he said he attributed the hostility 
of the people towards Lord Montmorres partly 
to his lardship’s conduct in his capacity as 
inagistrate, and partly to his attitude on the 
land question. 

Mr. Davitt then cross-examined the witness 
and elicited the statement that Lord Mont- 
morres had led the people to believe that be 
held secret communications with the Dublin 
castle authorities. 

Sergeant O'Conner testified that he saw a 
number of men with hands joined dancing 
round some marks of blood on the spot where 
Lord Montmorres was murdered. 

Sir Henry James, of the Times’ counsel, 
then announced that it was now proposed to 
give evidence in relation to the outrages com- 
mitted in County Kerry. 

Sir Charles Russell protested. He said it 
would be very diflicult to follow the case if the 
prosecutors moved from one county to another 
withont touching the evidence connecting the 
outrages with the persons accused. 

Presiding Justice Iiannen agreed with Sir 
Charles Russell that the commfssion could fol- 
low the evidence by the method ia which it 
was proposed to give it, only with enormous 


dificulty. But when assured by counsel that 
there was no other means to shorten the case 
than the course proposed, the court was bound 
to assent, and Sir Charles thereupon said 
warmly: “AllI can do then is to protest 
against a course which certainly will not con- 
duce to facilitate the inquiry.” 


Pat Sullivan, a farmer of County Kerry,'was 
then examingd. He said that in June, 1884, 
a man came fo his door, called him out and 
shot him witha revolver. After he had re- 
covered from his wound, he was called upon 
to attend a meeting of the league, where he 
was asked to let the particular tenent off with 
a reduction of rent. He gave his assent. Ross 
examined, the witness said he did not connect 
the shooting with any member of the league.

Agitating the Eight Nour Law—Mrs, Barry’ 


Report, 
INDIANAPOLIS, November 16.—In_ the 


Knights of Labor assembly today, large por- 
tion of the morning was taken up with the 
debate over the report of the committee on ap- 
peals and grievances in a case from Chicago. 
George Schilling, master workman of 
the district assembly 24, had granted 
a transfer card to a menber of a 
supended local, and a member of that 
assembly protested. The committee reported 
in favor oi sustaining the protest, and after de- 
bate the report was adopted. 

The only other business settled was the adop- 
tion of a resolution ordering that Mrs. Barry’s 
report be printed in French and German. The 
committee on the state of the order desired ac- 
tion on an eight hour law, and recommended 
the appointment of a special committee to look 
after the matter and take proper action. It 
was $0 ordered by the general assembly. 

Some memberj whose name was carefully 
suppressed, introduced a proposition that 
newspaper men be made ineligible to member- 
shipinthe Knights of Labor. The subject 
was discussed at some length, and with some 
warmth. When the vote was ordered, only a 
half dozen out of one hundred and thirty dele- 
gates would vote for the proposition, and it 
was defeated. 

By resolution introduced and adopted, it was 
decided to give to the press only the result of 
the propositions introduced, although that has 
been all that has thus far been given out. A 
lively discussion ensued over the introduction 
of 2 proposition to form tiie Chinese into inde- 
pendent organizations. As the present law 
stands, the Chinese stand on the same footing 
as all others, sufficient vote being the only 
requirement for admissions as members.

Strength of the Navy—Good Report From 
the Cadets. 

WASHINGTON. November 16.—In the annual 
report of Chief Naval Constructor Wilson, the 
present strength of the navy and the condition 
of vessels is stated as follows: Five double 
turretted monitors awaiting completion; two 
belted cruisers, preparing Ways; thirteen sin- 
gle turretted monitors in ordinary; twenty- 
three unarmored stee! and iron vessels, four of 
which are in commission, eleven building,two 
repairing, five on station and one in ordinary; 
twenty-eight wooden steam vessels, nearly all 
on station or undergoing repairs; and eleven 
iron and wood steam tugboats. In his annual 


report to the secretary of the navy, 
Commander W. T. Sampson, superintendent 
of the United States naval academy, 


says that atthe close of the academic year 
in June, 1888, there were 191 cadets at the 
academy as against 252 at the opening in Octo- 
ber, 1887, a percentage of lossof 17. In Sep- 
tember 68 candidates were examined and 47 
passed or 64 per cent passed entering examina- 
tion, while 53 per cent passed the previous 
year. The total number of cadets now in the 
academy is 237. At the semi-annual exanfina- 
tion in Fe bruary, 1888, 25 cadets fell below tie 
standard and at the annual examination in 
June following 19 failed to reach it. Where 
there was a fair prospect that a cadet could 
make up the deficiency he was givep an op- 
portunity four months later, and most of them 


then passed the required examination. 
The superintendent says during the 
year one cadet was dismissed for 
bad conduct; thirteen of the third 
class were tried for hazing fourth class men on 


board the practice ship. Nine of these were 
recommended for dismissal by the court, but 
were pardoned by the president. Every effort 
will be made to wipe out the last traces of this 
objectionable practice, and with this object in 
view all class organizations in either the third 
or fourth classes have been forbidden. These 
organizations have been used to perpetuate 
hazing and to compel obedience to the dictates 
of the class on the part of its members, thus 
depriving individuals of conscientious and in- 
dependent action. The general conduct of the 
cadets has been excellent and the standard of

PURSUIT AND CAPTURE OF 
SULLY MOORE. 


PUTTING DOGS ON HIS TRACKS 


The Crippled Mail Agent Surrenders te 
Officer Abbott—He Says He Did Not 
Intend to Hurt Hunt, 


THE 


Sulley Moore, the crippled mail agent who 
killed Hon. James Hunt, is now in the Fulton 
county jail, and Mr. Hunt’s family and friends 
are mourning the tragic and untimely end of 
the young and promising representattre. 

Moore is terribly broken up. 

Moore was arrested yesterday morning 
about 3 o’clock, half way between the Beit 
junction and Bolton. The fact of bis arrest 


was printed in the last issue 
of True ConstTITcTION, but on account 


of the late hour at which the officers reached 
the city with the prisoner, nothing beyond a 
bare mention of the arrest was made. 

Now for that arrest. 

When Captain Wright, with a squad of offi- 
cers, reached the junction, he was met by Pa- 
trolman Abbott and Mr. Haffer, the Western 
Union lineman, These two men had been 
chasing Moore oyer that section of the coun- 
try when Abbott ran into the wire fence. They 
indicated to the captain the direction taken by 
the murderer. Captain Wright unleashed 
a dog at apoint near where Moore was last 
seen, but the dog failed to fake the trail, and 
for several minutes circled about the railroad 
track. 

Haffer and Patrolman Abbott discovered 
Moore’s foot-prints. The foot-prints were 
easily distinguished because of the fugitive’s 
crippled foot. On the sound leg’s side tho 
foot-print was complete from heel to toe, while 
upon the other side the toe-print was very 
deep andthe heel very dim. The dog was 
called and placed upon this trail, but refused to 
take it. The brute, though well trained,galloped 
up and down the railroad track for some time. 
Then all of a sudden he darted away from the 
iron rails and struck through the country to- 
wards Bolton. As he moved off he began 
yelping, and as he ran his voice filled the night 
air. The officers, upon examination, ascer- 
tained that Moore’s footprints left the track at 
the point where the dog went off. They knew 
by this that the dog was upon the man’s trail 
and without calling him in started hurriedly 
in the same direction. 

Those of the police squad who 
were upon horses kept close 
up with the dog while those who were afoot 
made a bee line for Bolton. 

Among them was Abbott,limping from the 
wounds received when he ran into the barbed 
wire fence. 

When about two miles from Bolton, Abbott 
and Haffer, who was yet beside him, crossed 
the dog’s trail. They heard the dog baying 
and for a second stood still to ascertain the di- 
rection in which he was running. Abbott ob- 
served a man moving towards him in a run. 

“Hist!” he said to Haffer, ‘‘whatis that 

As he spoke he pointed toward the man 
moving against him. Haffersawthe moving 
object and detectinga limp in his gait re- 
marked: 

‘That must be him. Let’s see.’ 

The two men crouched close to the earth 
and wattéd untilthe man was close to them.The 
man was moving towards the city and away 
fram Bolton. He was trotting at a smart 
speed and was blowing as though well worn. 

As the man was near them the oflicer and 
Haffer arose. 

“Stop,’”’ said Abbott. 

As he spoke he drew his pistol and threw it 
in front of the moving man, who instantly 
stopped. 

“Who are you?’’ asked Abbott. 

‘Moore is my nanre,’’ answered the man. 

“Then, you are the man I want,” remarked 
the officer. 

‘For what ?’’ asked Moore. 

“You know, I guess,’’ said the officer. 
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‘About that Hunt matter, I guess,’’ said 
Moore. ‘‘Hiow is Hunt, anyhow?” 
“He’s dead,’ said Abbott. ‘‘Didn’t you 


know it?” 

‘Dead! Then, my God, I am a murderer!”’ 

‘“‘That’s about the size of it,’’ remarked Ab- 
bott. 

Then the officer took charge of the man, and 
placing himself upon the railroad track where 


he could easily be seen for some distance 
around awaited the coming of Captain 
Wright and his squad. In 

short time the dog made him- 
self heard. He was coming from towards 
Bolton and was moving at agoodrate. Asthe 


dog approached, Moore sprang behind thé 
officer, saying: 

‘‘For God’s sake keep that dog off me!”’ 

The dog ran up to the party and began 
circling. Asheran around the officer and 
prisoner he bayed loud and_ continuously. 
Patrolman Abbott made several attempts to 
quiet him, but without success. In a few 
minutes Captain Wright and Officer Thomp- 
son Lioped over a hill in the direction 
from which the dog had come. They 
were soon beside Abbott and his prisoner and 
as they came up the dog qweted down. The 
otticers then started towards the city with 
Moore. They were about five miles out and 
it was nearly four o’clock when the party 
reached police headquarters. 

But late as it was, it was not too late for 
Tue ConsTiITUTION to announce Moore's 
arrest. 

In ashort time after reaching the city prison 
Moore was taken to the Fulton county jail 
and was given a bunk in Eddleman’s cell. 

When Moore reached the city prison he was 
badly frightened. Apparently he did not care 
to believe Hunt was dead, and continuedly 
asked the question: ‘Is he really dead ?’’ 

‘‘Yes, he’s dead, dead to a certainty and the 
corouer’s jury charges you with his death.” 

‘‘Then I’ve killed my friend.’’ 

‘‘How did it happen,’’ he was asked. 

‘‘Well, all I can tell is this: We were in the 
room and were all friends. We _ were 
playing and seuffiing. I struck Hunt with the 
towel and he became angry. Then I went out 
of the room, believing that the matter was 
ended, Inashort time, without thinking of 
what had transpired, I started back tq the 
room. Atthe door I met Hunt coming out. 
He raised both hands, asiftostrike me. In- 
stantly I had thought of what had tranpsired 
in the room, and believing that he intended to 


ga 


hit me, struck at him. Unfortunately, 
I had my knife in my _ hand. 
At that time I did not think 


of the knife—in fact I did not think of any- 
thing except possibly that my ffiend was 
about to strike me.”’ 

“Then you did not intend to cut him.”’ 

“Of course I did not. The truth is, I would 
rather have driven that knife into me than 
into Hunt. Really the knife never entered 
my mind, and if it had not made the wound I 
should probably never have thought of it 
again.” 
waBat vou knew that you had hurt him be- 
fore you had left the city?” 

‘Yes, I knew that; but I had no idea that 
he was seriously hurt. As I struck him and 
he reeled back I heard him say: 

‘* ‘Moore has stabbed me.’ 

“This of course frightened me and I ran out 
of the house.”’ 3 

“Where did you go?’ 

“God only knows where I did go. I went 
and kept going until lheard thatdog. Then 
for the first time I realized what itis to bea 
hunted man. Somehow, just why I cannot 
say, I knew that dog was after me, and that 
he was chasing me because of the Hunt 
trouble. Ihad no idea that my friend was 
dead. But the instant I heard the dog, I de- 
cided to return to the city and goto Hunt.” 

“And you were on the way when you met 
the officers, of course.” 

“Yes, I was onthe way. But if you think 
that a dog yelping behind you wont scare 
That dog 


was 


enonghy to scare any man. I had nothing 
against poor Hunt and would not have hurt 
him for the world.”’ 

Just before day light Moore was transfered 
from the city poison tothe county jail. He 
looked much oldev than he did the day before 
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the killing. Early in the morning he seeuared 
the services of Genenw L. J. Gartrell. Tele 
grams were sent to his uncle a prominent at 
torney in Chattanooga, and to his 

at Chickamauga, Tenn. His parents s 

to Atlanta yesterday bat were re in Chat 
tanooga by the uncle, who thonght it best for 
them toremain away from Atlanta for the 
present. 

Moore's line of defense has not yet been as- 
certained, . 

The prisoner denies that he left the city with 
any intention of boarding the outgoing train af. 
Belt Junction in order to escape, 

rhe remains of Mr, Hunt were taken to his 


home yesterday and will be laid te 
rest inthe family burying grounds. 
The senate and house of represen 


tatives appointed committees to accompany 
the remains. Resolutions touching Mr. Hunt’s 
death were introduced in the house of repre 
sentatives yesterday and will be found in the 
house proceedings. 

The story of Moore’s escape from the city, 
as told by himself, does not agree with the 
stories told by the ofticers who are investigat- 
ing the matter. The officers are of the opin- 
ion that Moore was given great assistance by 
persons who knew the crime he had commit 
ted, and that that assistance was given afier 
Hunt had died.

The stock market has therefore been heavy 
thongh transactions have not been largé and de 
clines bave been stubbornly resisted, The average 
of prices has declined during the past week abouf 
$ti2 per share with more signs of weakness at Lon- 
don than here. Wheat speculation has been sa? 
upon heavily by stoppage of expoits trom the At 
lantic ports and the enormous movement trom the 
Pacific coast. In the month of October 2,2¢5,35¢ 
bushels of wheat were exported from Pacific porta, 
and only 308,300 from all the principal Atlantie¢ 
ports, aud during the last five weeks Atlantic ship- 
ments have been cnly 176,000 bushels aguinst 38,<« 
S/4,9lllast year. Yet speculative hoiders are stub 
born and the price has declined only 1% cents for 
the week, with sales here of 17,0.0,000 bushels, 
Another depressing feature has been the 
export of 4,700,000 bushels of corn in five weeks 
against 2,800,0.0 last year pointing toless foreign 
demand tor wheat.

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FOUR YOUNG PRISONERS, 
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Thr Coroner’s Jury Makes Out a Case 
Against the Christophine Slayers, 

Four boys, each one of whom is less than 
twenty years of age, are charged with murder. 

They are Wil! Bruce, Will Spinks, Frank 
Mims and Arthur Hanye. 

The four are said to have been the murder- 
ers of Christophine, the Italian fruit vender. 

Coroner Manning yesterday morning held an 
inquest over the dead body, and the evidence 
was in accordance with the story printed in 
the last issue of CONSTITUTION. In addition 
to that story, the evidence showed that Bruce 
and Mims were interested in the killing. The 
jury, after hearing the evidence, returned the 
following verdict: 

We, the jury empannelled and sworn to ingulire 
into the death of Amorous Christophine, find, - f om 
the evidence adduced and the opinion of the county 
physician, that the deeeased came to his death from 
Injuries inflicted with astick in the hands ol Arthur 
Hanye, and thatsaid Hanyeis guilty of murder; 
and that Will Spinks, Will Bruce and Frank Mims 
are guilty of a riot, which resulted in the death of 
Suid Chbristopuine, 

Immediately after the inquest officers bega 
searching for the boys. Spinks was under 
bond, and was easily found. Bruce and Mims 
were found, too, but Hanye, the one who was 
wanted particularly, however, could not be 
found. 

The three boys remained in the city prison 
some time, and then were transferred to the 
Fulton county jail. Every effort is being 
made to secure the arrest of Hanye.

SIX MONTHS SCHOOLS. 


Georgia the Banner State of Illiteracy and 
the Most Illiberal State in the 
Union Toward Education. 

Epitors Constitution: Wherevera Geor- 
sian May go, north, east, south or west, if he leaves 
Creorgia to go to any other state in the union, he 
will improve his chances for giving his children a 
good education, A careful study of the last report 
of the United States bureau of education will con- 
vince the most unwilling reader of the truth of this 
statement. This state of affairs has existed for some 
time and has been urged on the notice of Georgians 
for five or six years in the circulars and reports of 
the state school commissioner, At last it seems 
asifthey are slowly awakening tothe fact and 
that there is a probability of our state, by a 
liberal provision for common schools, 
offering an inducement to intelligent immigratlon 
instead of the inducement which at present exists 
to intelligent emigration. The better acquainted 
the people are with our comparative educational 
condition, the more sure are they to impel their 
representatives to remedy the evils which exist. 
Hence I beg leave to oflera few facts through the 
columns of your paper. 

In the first place, the eensus of. 1880 showed us to 
be the Lanner state of illiteracy, and nothing has 
si'.ce occurred to Change our position for ihe better. 
We then had more illiterates within. our borders 
than any other state. In the percentage of the 
population over ten years of age who could not 
write we stood fourth, In the percentage of the 
white population who cauld not write we stood 
sixth, ‘hose states which exceeded us in percent- 
age of.illiterates have since been making inuch 
more rapid strides than we have in educatioaal 
improvement, and 1890 will probably see us first in 
everything, so far as illiteracy is concerned. 

Why do | thus prophesy evil? 

I am forced to it by the following facts. The last 
two reports of the United States bureau of education 
shows: 

The average duration of public schovls in days is 
less in Georgia than in any other state except pov- 
erty-stricken North Carolina. 

in ratio of enrollment in public schools to popula- 
tion from six to fourteen years of age, Georgia 
stands thirlieth in thirtys-even reported. 

Iu current exp-nditure for public schools, Geor- 
gia’s expenditure of 3) cents per capita of total 
population is only exceeded in parsimony by 
North Carolina’s expenditure of 38 cents, while 
in expenditure per capita of population 
from six to fourteen years of age unt in 
expenditure per capita of average attendance, every 
state reported exceeds Georgia! We spend iess per 
head on our children for their education than any 
other commonwealth inthe union. Nor is this due 
to poverty. In the ratio of amount raised by taxa- 
tion for schools to total property, no other staie re- 
ported rank so low as Georgia, A comparison be- 
tween Georgia and the states nto reported by means 
of the present expenditure and the valuation in 
1580, shows that they, too are more liberal than 
Georgia. By comparison of the returns of total tax- 
ation as given by census with the present expendi- 
ture of the states for common schools, we tind a 
urther verification ef the fact that Georgia. in the 
matter of education, isthe most illiberal state in 
the union. She spends a smaller proportion of her 
wealth on the development of her intellectua! re- 
sources than does any other state. 

Jowa spends 4.96 times as much {n proportlon to 
her wealth, Kansas gives more than four times as 
large a fraction of her property to education, West 
Virginia and Colorado three times as much, and 
oven Utah spends nearly twice as large a part of her 
wealthon educating her children, All this, not 
that thev are richer, but they spend more in propor- 
tion to their riches than Georgia does. 

Is notthat enough? Can Georvians stand it? 
Jam no enemy of our school system.

‘The lessees are made responsible 
for the difference in value of the road at the 
expiration of the lease as compared with its

becomes a body corporate under the name and 
style of the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
company. * 

Section sixth provides that all improve- 
ments, betterments or amelioration whatever 
shall be made at the expense of the lessees, 
and no claim for such will ever be entertained 
or allowed by the state. It distinctly provides 
that the road shall be always kept in good con- 
dition. The state reserves the right to ex- 
amine the road atany time. If it is found de- 
nreciated in value, the lessees are held liable 
for the depreciation, and’suit against them is 
ordered. 

Section seven subjects the lessees to observe 
and obey all rules, orders, schedules of freight 
and passenger tariff which are applied to and 
required of other first classroads. Said lessees 
shall not discriminate against other railroads, 
persons or places having business connections 
with the Western and Atlantic railroad. The 
state pledges herself to redeem all mortgage 
bonds on said road. ; 

A Bill Against Monopolies. 

Mr. Felton introduced an elaborate bill in

_dection four provides that when any corpora- 
tion shall become amember or party to a syn- 
dicate intended to have the eftoct to lessen 
competition in railroad traflic or transportation 
of freight or passengers, and shall continue to 
operate their road after the passage of this act, 
or to run Cars over the same as a@ Common Car- 
rier, the president, treasurer, superintendent, 
and each of its directors shall be construed and 
adjudged guilty of a violation of the provis- 
ions of this act. 

Section five provides that wherever any ofhi- 
cial of a rallroad corporation shall be guiity of 
& violation of the provisions of this act, and 
upon conviction therefor jin any court having 
competent jurisdiction, then the charter of 
said offending corporation shall be deciared 
forfeited and ‘its officers sentenced to hard 
labor in the penitentiary for not less than ten 
years.

The. men are bony and muscular, 
while the women are the opposite. All 
Blate that they retire and rise early, and eat 
their three meals a day. 

A few other points are worthy of notice. 
A large majority report that they habitually 
eat meat; two-thirds use tea and coffee; 
some of the men use intoxicants, but not to 
excess, and the majority of the men use 
tobacco, More than half of-these old people 
are farmers, or the wives of farmers. 

Now, What are we to infer fromm these in- 
teresting but not entirely satisfactory statis- 
tics? ‘The returns. appear to show that a 
bony, muscular man, with a light complex- 
jon, and blue or gray eyes, with regular 
habits, stands a good chance of passing the 
age of cighty. The moderate use of tea, 
coffee, tobacco and intoxicants, will not 
‘stand in his way, but norule of conduct can 
be laid down in regard to food and drink. 
Some of the old people whose cases are re- 
ported, lived to a good old age without eat- 
ing meat, or usihg tobacco or liquors. 

if the reports prove anything itis that 
Jong life depends onthe temperament and 
constitution ofa person. Some habits are 
safe in the case cf one person and yet are 
certain death to his neighbor. A manmust 
find out the conditions which agree with 
him and be governed by them. 

But it should not be forgotten that the 
very course adopted to prolong life may 
sonictimes destroy it. There are chances 
and probabilities, and sometimes most as- 
tounding exeeptions. The man who takes 
the best care of himself may lose his grip on 
life when he is apparently at his best.

It is acurious fact that three-fourths of the popu- 
lation and manufacturing wealth of this country is 
compressed in a narrowsstrip between Iowa and 
Massachusetts, comprising less than one-sixth of 
our territory—and that this strip is distant from the 
source of raw materialson which its growth js 
based of hard climate and in a large part of . sterile 
soll. Much of this forcedand unnatural develop- 
ment is due to slavery, which for a century forced 
enterprise and capital out of the south. 

Another cause that has prospered in New England 
and the middle states while the sonth languished. is 
the system of tariff taxeslevied onthe unmixed

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HESILVER DOLLARS? 
How Lead Was Substituted for Them Has 
Not Yet Been Ascertained. 

Special to the World. 

WASHINGTON, November 14.—The secret 
service officials practicaly abandoned all attempts 
to try to find out who substituted lead for silver dol- 
lars sent by the New Orleans mint tothe treasury 
department. Chief Bell came to the conclusion 
that the boxes had been properly packed and sealed 
at the New Orleans mint, and that the money had 
been abstracted in transit. Had the boxes been 
tampered withatthe mint they would have been 
resealed with the mint seal, and not with a silver 
quarter, as was the case, 

When this conclusion was reached, the treasury 
officials decided that thev had oo further interest in 
the case, and thatthe responsibility for the theft 
rested with the Adams express company, cs the 
latter had received the money in good orderin 
Orleans, and tLe robbery had takcn place while the 
cases were in their charge. 

George Moss, manager of the Washington office of 
the Adams express company, said: “Ifthe box was 
delivered to us at the mint bearing the seal, and if 
we delivered it at the treasury bearing another, 
it would seem that we were called upon 
to explain; but I do not know yet that such 
is the case. On the way from New Orleans to 
Washington there are always not less than four or 
five of our men on guard together. The boxes con- 
taining the silver dollars are loa led on one of our 
recular express cars, which is attached to a passen- 
ger train, and three relays of men guard the car 
from New Orleans to Washington. We have to 
change the route by which it travels, because it 
would not do to bave it Known beforehand exactly 
how and v ben a carload of silver coin wa8 en route: 
In all the twenty-four years this company has carried 
coin for the United States treasury this is the first 
time I ever knew a shortage to be reported. We do 
not sign a receipt for money. If wedeliverat the 
treasury according to the receipt we gave at the 
mint we have done our duty.” 

The loss will not exceed $1,900, and the officials of 
the treasurer's office are Certain that neither Treas- 
urer Hyatt nor the superintendent of the New Or- 
leans mint will be called upon to make it good, 

There are now ab out $35,000, 000 in the new yault 
in the north court-yard of the treasury and the sil- 
ver stream is flowing in at the rate of $500,000 a day. 
It comes from San Francisco, Philadelphia and New 
Orleans. As every one of the 35,000 bags now in the 
vault has been opened and weighed twice the treas- 
ury officials do not fear Mat any others have been 
tampered with, and they say that under the terms 
of the Adams Express company’s contract it is 
bound to replace the money which has been stolen.
